PLANS ANNOUNCED 



The work planned by the Main Line 
Branch of the American lied Cross, No. 
1, for the coming year consists of the 
necessary continuation of Home Service 
work to be carried on under the super 
vision of the Home Service chairman, 
and by the trained Social Worker, em- 
ployed by the Federation of Churches 
of Hryn Mawr. 

The Public Health and Child Welfare 
Committee plan-* to continue the work 
already undertaken, namely the carry- 
ing on of the Well Baby Clinics, and 
Health Centre, classes for instruction 
of mothers and children up to school 
age. For this work, it is necessary to 
employ a full-time nurse, nnd it has 
been found advisable to co-operate with 
these agencies of the community carry- 
ing on Public Health work, so that all 
would be under one trained supervisor. 
For this purpose, a supervisor is jointly 
employed by the Red Cross, the Visit- 
ing Nursc'Committce of the Main Line 
Citizens' Association, and the Tuber- 
culosis Committee. 

The Transportation Committee will 
continue to bring children from out- 
lying districts to the clinics, to carry 
needy patients to hospitals, to co-oper- 
ate with the local hospital in every 
way possible, and in general to servo 
the community where needed. 

The Branch plans as always to meet 
any unforeseen disaster through its 
well-organized Disaster Committee, and 
tries to keep up the interest of the 
public throughout the year by well- 
planned publicity in the local papers, 
the .circulation of the" annuel" frepbrt, 
etc. 

To carry on this proposed plan it ii 
estimated that $6,900.00 is" needed, paii 
of which is- covered -by the money rer 
ceived through the Boll Call and the 
sale of Tuberculosis Ideals. ■

THEY SALUTED PRESIDENT 
WTLSON 

Two Narberth High School boys will 
carry all through life some very pleas- 
ant memories of the late Ex-President 
Woodrow Wilson. These boys are Henry 
and Richard Banks, the former in the 
Ninth and the latter in the Seventh 
Grade of the Narberth public schools. 
They are sons of Mr. and 'Mrs. Howard 
A. Banks, of 110 Woodbine avenue, and 
Mr. Banks was private secretary to Sec- 
retary of the Navy Daniels during the 
first four years of the Wilson admin- 
istration. 

The Ranks boys attended the same 
church, with their parents, which Pres- 
ident Wilson attended. The President 
usually occupied a seat well near the 
front of this church, which was the 
Central Presbyterian Church. He was 
always very deeply absorbed in the 
service, joining heartily in all the 
hymns, and listening intently to the 
minister, the Rev. .Tames H. Taylor, 
D. D. The Presidential party, with the 
two secret service men who in'varinbly 
accompanied the President, always left 
the church before the ushers at the <loor 
allowed any other members of the con- 
gregation to get away. 

The two boys referred to, who were 
then little shavers, the older one be- 
ing seven and his younger brother five 
years of age, wearing sailor suits, were 
eager to see the President make his 
"get-away" from the church in his 
automobile outside. One day they 
themselves made a break as the Presi- 
dential party was leaving the church, 
one of them darting through the legs 
ef the usher at the door, and the other 
getting around the end, a feat which 
promised football possibilities for the 
future, and they raced to the side of 
the President's automobile while Mr. 
Wilson was getting in. But he seated 
himself and turned his face toward the 
street, the two youngsters were stolid- 
ly lined up at salute. They stood this 
way until the President accorded them 
a gracious smile and in turn saluted 
them, whereupon they dropped their 
hands as the chauffeur stepped on the 
accelerator pedal.
